being absent, since April 1» 
'c. G. Wade, principal, opened the 


meeting and introduced Miss 
Alice 


Baker, teacher, who welcomed 
the 


students back. Mr. Wade then said 
the students \\ould resume their work 
as usual Monday and by Tuesday a 
special program would be mapped out 
so that all could make up their work. 


The month-old strike, begun because 


Miss Lulu J. Dickinson, teacher, was 
dismissed, was ended Saturday, after- 
noon when students and citizens back- 
ing them in their demands 
issued 


statements saying they believed all the 
the students should return. At Mon- 
day morning's meeting none of the 
strike leaders took the platform and 
there was not a single note of ap- 
plause or demonstration at any re- 
marks. The students say their return 
is conditional on certain concessions 
they are seeking from the board of 
education. 


WATCH BOARD MEETING 


While the return of the students 


may have seemed a victory for the 
board of education, students aiw look- 
ing forward to the meeting of the 
board next Monday, May 9, 
when 


teachers will be hired for the next 
term in September. It is said 
Miss 


Dickinson will bo reinstated then, al- 
though board members refuse to dis- 
cjss this possibility. If she is replac- 
ed it will not be until next fall, in the 
orinicn of the student strikers.

over the weekend. He would say noth- 
ing for publication and when asked if 
he would approve of a move on the 
board's put to reinstate Miss Dickin- 
son, accused his questioner of just 
"trying to make news."

Long days of flying under tropical 


suns, over snow-capped mountains, un- 
peopled plains and jungle-like forests 
now are history to the fliers. They 
have seen the blue green waters of the 
Pacific, the rugged peaks of the An 
des and have skirted the dangers of 
the Amazon. As their reward' they 
have the realization of having carried 
for the United States its message pro- 
claiming good will, desire for continu- 
ed peace and relations of equality for 
and with the sister republics of the 
south.

Xo announce- 
ment as to the future plans were 
made. 
The Seamless Tube Co. was Incor- 


porated in January, 1924, taking ov 
er the building formerly occupied by 
the Reliance Motor Truck Co. The 
latter firm was organized in 191$. and 
operated about a year. The building 
was idle from then until 1924. 


The new industry commenced op 


cration about June I. 1925, and con- 
tinued production for approximately 
a year. Financial difficulties appear 
ed to crowd one upon the other, and 
the building again was closed in 1926. 


The plant was purchased from the 


truck company in 1924 for $82,000 
subject to an indebtedness of $43.000. 
The tube company was incorporated

Chicago—W)—The Herald and Ex- 


aminer Monday said two University 
of Chicago scientists had been success- 
ful in experiments to produce living 
organisms by ultra-violet rays. 


A live fish was produced, the news- 


paper said, by placing a fish egg un- 
der ultra-violet rays for five to ten 
minutes. In this manner, the account 
added, Dr. Ralph Lillie and Dr. M. A. 
Hinrichs, who conducted the tests, 
created life without the male sperm. 


"We placed the eggs of the sea ur- 


chin under the rays of the .ultra-violet 
light machine for from five to ten min- 
utes and the egg became a swimming: 
J«V^arvae," pr. Hinrichs «aid;-iThis 
eftnilnated'the male entirely. ' . 


"The same experiment was perform- 


ed on star fish and a number of other 
lower animals. 
Curious deformities 


were produced by placing the embryo 
chicken under the ultra violet radia- 
tion. The chick grew to have one eye 
and a heart _broken up into several 
pieces, each o"f which we found to be 
pulsating independently. These defor- 
mities all were caused by the power- 
ful effects of the rays. 


Tho experiments were most success- 


ful "in the fertilization of the sea ur- 
chin and star fish," Dr. Hinrichs said. 


In a quest for the origin 'of life, 


started 30 years ago by the late Jac- 
ques Loeb. then at the University of 
Chicago, experiments finally produced 
the fertilization of an egg in a super- 
salt chemical solution.

through gas-choked and debris-strewn

Monday hoped to learn the fate of 77 
miners entombed following 
an ex- 


plosion in the Evertville mine of the 
new England Fuel and Transporta- 
tion Co. 


It was believed by rescue workers 


only 700 more feet had' to be pene- 
trated before reaching the area where 
the men were thought to have been 
working at the time of the blast, in 
which 16 men are known to have been 
killed and seven injured. 
Nine es- 


caped unhurt. 


Air tests indicated fire following the 


explosion, which occurred Saturday 
and rescuers were forced 
to divide 


their attention between actual rescue 
work and 
attempts to locate and 


choke the blaze. 


RELATIVES KEEP WATCH 


While the rescue squad.s who work- 


ed in &ix hour shifts, edged forward 
relatives and friends of the trapped 
workers maintained a vigil at the 
mountain side entrance to the mine, 
clinging hopefully to the 
expressed 


belief of experts that at least some of 
the men still live. 


Meanwhile the Red Cross and Sal- 


vation Army aided the stricken fam- 
ilies and fed both rescue workers and 
watchers.

45 YEAR SENTENCES 


Escaped Green Bay Reforma- 


tory Men Are Sentenced as 
Robbers in Missouri 


Green Bay—(/f)—O. D. Artcson and 


Walter Scheel, electrician trusties, who 
escaped from the Wisconsin State re- 
formatory here while working on the 
power lines outside of the prison walls 
about a month ago, have been sen- 
tenced to terms of 45 years each in 
the Missouri State penitentiary, ac- 
cording to word received by Superin- 
tendent Earl H. Eklund of the local 
institution, Sunday. 


After their escape the two compelled 


a Green Bay man to drive them to 
Greenleaf. Wis., where it is believed 
they caught a train and "rodo the 
blinds" to Chicago, and thence making 
their way to Kansas City, Mo., where 
they were arrested while operating a 
stolen automobile and were identified 
in connection with several holdups.

EXPENSIVE PASSPORTS 


The United States s-houUl abandon the 


scale ol prices charged for passports and 
vises. They arc exorbitant and unjustified 
today, much as they may have served an 
excellent purpose some years ago. Now it 
is nuisance taxation. Over half a million 
American citizens arc planning to go to 
Europe this summer. In France they arc 
expecting that the tourist 
inflow will 


break all records. London hotel keepers 
recently agreed to reduce their room 
charge 10 per cent in order to 
attract 


more Americans to England. 


Year by year the character of this sum- 


mer exodus from the United Slates has 
changed, especially since the war. Stu- 
dents, teachers, professional men 
and 


women and travel lovers of the middle 
class make up a very large proportion of 
the present tourist body and are enor- 
mously bcnefitted thereby. It is thorough- 
ly educational and should be encouraged. 
Certainly the steamship companies, with 
special ships and special tourist and stu- 
dent rates, have done their best to encour- 
age travel, yet the United States govern- 
ment puts every financial stumbling block 
possible in the way. 


The tourist has to pay a graded pas- 


senger fare tax running'up to $5 on a tick- 
et costing $100 or more. Then he must 
pay $10 for a passport. Finally, in order 
to get his passport vSseed, he must pay 
fees to the consular representatives here 
of many of the European countries which 
he would ordinarily visit.

I'll furnish the ex- 
perimental plan If you'll furnish the neurosis.

catarrh or what have you—pills, tonic and salve. 
Here is the protocol of the experiment. You may 
take it or leave it. as you please.

WRITING A DICTIONARY 
} the dictionary was written by a no- 


I know a woman who once read the' 


whole dictionary. Not as the result of 
a bet, nor because she did not have 
many interesting things to do, but be- 
cause she found it a fascinating ad- 
venture. She read a certain number of 
words and definitions each day, sys- 
tematically, noting how many of the 
words she knew the real meaning of. 
Most people doing that would have 
a great many surprises. 


But think of writing a dictionary 


instead of merely reading it. Today 
it would probably be an impossibility 
for any one. Xo single human 
life 


would be long enough for it. Diction- 
aries are the result of the co-opera- 
tive labors of hundreds of people. Ev- 
en then, it often takes more than a 
single life to complete the task. The 
language grows to rapidly that by 
the time a dictionary comes off the 
press it usually already has many 
omissions,, words that have been born 
bince the writing of the book 
was 


completed. 


It is interesting to recall that what 


may be regarded as the first d^'.Ion- 
ary of the English language \vat> writ- 
ten single-handedly by one man. This 
was the famous Johnson dictionary, 
published in. two large volumes in 
1755. twenty years before the Amer- 
ican Revolution. Some 35 years before 
that a man named Mathcniel Bailey 
had published a kind of word book of 
the English language but it was not 
in reality a dictionary, only n list of 
English words. Johnson's was 
the 


first systematic^ attempt to- create a 
dictionary of the English language. 


A. Edward Newton, noted Johnson- 


ian, scholar, tells the story of the dic- 
tionary in the current issue of the 
Atlantic Monthly. We think of Sam- 
uel Johnson as the ripe scholar, the 
literary dictator or England in his 
generation. It dors not scorn so very 
rcmarkabl.c that he should write the 
first dictionary Eat he v.as nothing of 
the ki:id when he brsnn his huge ta«!t 
Ife was only 36 y<v;n? old anil com- 
pletely unknown, lie <IiU not have a 
degree from 
any 
university 
even 


when he completed his task seven 
years after beginning it. He kept back 
the title page for some time until tl:e 
authorities 
of 
Oxford 
University 


could give him the small degree of 
Master of Arts. He needed the degree 
to keep intellectual snobs from sayinsr 


body. 


Today when a dictionary is compil- 


ed the large organization 
doing it 


has at its command resources com- 
parable to those of a large manu- 
facturing plant. Xot so Johnson. He 
was absolutely without money. He 
had to make a living by various oth- 
er kinds of writing while compllingly 
his dictionary. He could not afford to 
have much re&carch work done for 
him. About all he could do was en- 
gage a few copyists from 
time to 


time to do the actual manual -.york. 


The real job had to be done by him- 


self and the dictionary was genuine- 
ly the product of a single mind. The 
patron system of book selling 
was 


still -in vogue in England and at the 
beginning of his task Johnson tr.iC'1 lo 
interest Lord Chesterfield in it. But 
tlie famous and wealthy lord paid no 
attention to the impecunious scholar 
until, after incredible labor and priva- 
tion, Johnson was> about to publish. 
Then Chesterfield, with a businesslike 
desire to back in the 
limelight of 


another's scholarship, wrote two flat- 
tering notices about it to the "London 
World." 


It is lucky he did, because it led to 


what is perhaps the most famous let- 
ter in all literature, at least the most 
famous in English literature. Johnson 
wrote a letter to his lordship and had 
it published that so neatly took the 
hide off the nobleman that it will 
probably be read as long as the Eng- 
lish language exists. Carlyle calls it 
a "blast of doom, proclaiming into the 
ears 
of 
Lord 
Chesterfield, 
and 


through him to the listening world- 
thai patronage should be no more." 


It was a bold thing to do. Chester- 


field was rich and almost allpower- 
fi:l to make or mar the book. John- 
son was poor and without influence.

A. The Coast and Geodetic Survey 


says that the foundation for such a 
statement is that the mouth of he 
Mississipi River is farther from the 
center of the earth than, is the source. 
This is because the earth bulges at 
the equator, due to centrifugal force 
generated by the earth's rotation, in 
measuring elevations, which 
deter- 


mine the force of gravity, all eleva- 
tions are referred to sea level, or zero. 
Surface measurements shov/ the Mis- 
sissippi's source to be several hun- 
dred feet above sea

surface,

Economists say that people belong 


to these organizations because of In- 
surance or health benefits and because 
of business reasons, Mr. Plummer said. 
"However, I believe there is more r 
son for the existence of 
fratcrnalism 


than these. If individuals were simply 
looking for insurance benefits these 
could be obtained from companies or- 
ganized for this specific purpose," Mr. 
Plummcr explained. 


"Fraternalism has done much for 


this country. It has brought about a 
united citizenship with more unanimi- 
ty of purpose. Through fraternalism 
we have built up a greater spirt of pa- 
triotism and a type of unselfish service 
to our communities, our state and our 
nation. 


"I appeal to all of you as members 


of fraternities for the support of a 
unitel civic council; a. city wide organi- 
zation made up of the representatives 
of all organizations of Appleton where' 
by we may do more constructive work 
through cooperation and make for a 
more united citizenry. 


There arc 60,000,000 adults in the 


United States and 30,000,000 of these 
belong to secret fraternal organiza- 
tions, the speaker said. This does not 
include the various luncheon clubs. 
There are 800 secret organizations in 
the country. Some of these have liv- 
ed for centuries but the great major- 
ity have sprung up in the last two de- 
cades, Mr. Plummer said.

Repealing an absoleto section of the 


fish and game laws. 


Including: street car and interurban 


companies in the railroad corporation

^acquisition does not interfere with the 
first established railroad's main line 
track, except at crossings. 


Adding elevated and subway 


to the railroads included in the 
termination of necessity in condemna 
tion proceedings" law. 


Appropriating five thousand dollars 


for each of the two years in this bi 
ennlum for the state humane agent.

Op- 
erations for the rise were resumed in 
the Chicago Great Western lii-ues, 
the preferred quickly mounting to a 
new high level. 
Early selling prcsfsure was direct- 
ed chiefly against the pivotal indus- 
trials and the southwestern 
rails. 
Dupont extended its loss to 2-;J points 
before the end of the first halt hour 
and U. S. Steel Common, General 
Motors and General Electric a!s.o de- 
clined sharply. 
'When the first batch of weekend 
selling orders had been absorbed the 
market headed upward again with 
many of the early losses substantially 
reduced or converted into gains.
